Grear's motion and then moved 


the two women be issued 
trailer permits before going 
back to lift Grear's motion 
from the table. 

The commission voted 4-1,to 


curtail any approvals in the 
foreseeable future, with Com- 
missioner Ralph Kirk dissent- 
ing on the grounds others 
would have legitimate requests 
to put trailers on non-conform- 
ing lots, 

The temporary operating 
permit for the city sewage 
treatment plant was also 
discussed earlier in the 
meeting when Grady said he 
was not going to vote, “one 
niore dollar after tonight” to be 
spent on the plant until the 
department of pollution control 
approves the plans.

Flood Prone 
HUD Rules 


The city hasn't received official по:ісе about it yet 
but Belle Glade is on a list which could mean anothe- 
мор to construction of residences. 

According to a news release received last week, 
Belle Glade has been listed by the Federal Insurance 
Administration as a flood prone community which 
hasn't yet qualified for federal flood insurance. 

According to the Flood Disaster Protection Act. 
passed in December 1973. t means the city must 
qualify for the program or no federal or 
federally-related financial assistance will be available. 

The act gives a community identified as flood 
prone until July 1, 1975, to qualify for the program. 
No homeowner after that date can apply for FHA or 
other federal loans. 

Tt would also affect every loan for housing made by 
any bank in Belle Glade and unless the ci 
commission qualifies the city for the flood loans.

Belle Glade City Manager iam Mallery II] said 
the city hasn't been notified by HUD the city has been 
declared a flood-prone area. 

Donala R. Mcintosh of Travelers Insurance 
Companies, which handles the flcod :nsurance fcr the 
state of Florida, Belle Glade still wasn't listed as flood 
prone as of April 25. 

McIntosh addressed a regional group of loan 
officers here on that date on flood insurance and said 
he was supposed to have the ‘atest lists of cities 
declared flood prone and the latest list of cities in the 
state which have qualified to buy the insurance. 

The list of flood prone areas accompanying the 
news release distributed by HUD's Federal Insurance 
ndministration was dated March 31 and a HUD 
official in Atlanta said the city has been considered 
flood prone since September 1973. 

Rick Mason, a flood insurance specialist with the 

Federal Insurance Administration in Atlanta, said thc 
ndministration placed Belle Glade on the list after 
receiving technical data from the U.S. Scil 
Conservation Service. 
z The methods. жете based.an-higtorical data. 
Mason sai MINUS the next two-or three months. 
maps and lists will be issued to the cities on the list. 
identifying the areas which are flood prone." 

Also appearing on the list are S- uth Buy and 
Pahokee. Other cities around thc lake considered flood 
prone are Clewiston, Moore Haven. Okeechobee and 
LaBelle. Only Clewiston is participating ia the 
insurance program.

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Keep Cool 


When the Belle Glade Lions Club decided to 
its option to buy back the lease for the land 
ing the municipal swimming pool, the members 
may not have realized the possible reactions. 

They may still not realize the possibilities. 

Everything was quiet enough at the city 
commission meeting Monday night when they asked 
the city to sell its rights to the pool and the land it's 
on. But some ugly rumblings concerning the possible 
transaction have been heard. 

There seems to be little doubt about the Lions’ 
legal right to buy the lease held by the city, and buy 
the buildings and the pool constructed by the city 
since the lease was signed in 1957. 

Апа no one can argue with the idea the city has 
done precious little to get the pool back into operation 
since it was closed last spring because of a leak in the 
drainage system: 

It could be expensive to have the pool repaired. 
Estimates -have run as high as $60,000 but City 
Commissioner William Grear said he has received one 
estimate for as low as $7,000 for tunnelling under the 
pool and repairing it from underneath 

Depending on the use made of it, it could be a good 
thing for the community if the Lions de reclaim the 


pool, but there is already a certain amount of 
oppostion forming. 
Grear¡ told. the Herald after Monday night's 


meeting the reason for the opposition is that black 
residents of the city feel the pool would be closed to 
blacks if it reverts to the Lions Club. 


Checking with the Lions. we were told the Lions 
realize this won't work anymore and that, should they 
get the pool and make it operable agdin, it will almost 
certainly, be open to the publie as a whole. 


But the fact remains there was a group of blacks 
who were ready Monday to picket the City 
Commission meeting that night and it took some 
persuasion from Grear to hold off the demonstration. 

Grear said that as late as Wednesday morning he 
was still getting comments from black residents of 
Belle Glade who were opposed to the move.

In a case like this, it may not matter what the Lions 
have in mind for the pool if the blacks believe it w'.1 be 
turned into an all white facility 


If they firmly believe this. they'll act accoruingly 
and those actions could be disastrous to the city 

We're naturally hesitant to bring up the ugly head 
of racial conflict, and the possibility of it, again. But 
playing the part of an ostrich with its hend in the sand 
never solved а problem. 

The commission will be meeting in a work ses- 
Monday nij t to discuss the action and as distast 
race relations should be considered before 
move is made.

And if the community doesn't qualify? Why. no 
bank can make a loan to anyone wanting to build a 
house...or renovate a house, nor can that person get 
any kind of federal loan. 

‘The community stagnates for lack of growth. 
that simple 

Belle Glude has already been having trouble with 
a state agency which has banned the construction of 
residential units until the city meets its demands on 
what must be done with the sewage system. 

In order to qualify for the federal flood coverage. 
should the city fathers wish to do so, they would have 
to adapt land use regulations and zoning dictated by 
Washington, D.C У 

And the federal government would have another 
foot in the door of local government р 

But the most obnoxious thing about the insurance 
program is that it was originally offered in 196K 19 
communities around che nation but there were: t 
many buyers. 

Now they're going to force the local communities 
Lo force homeowners to buy it, or at least they're going 
to try to. : 

* And, like one area banker put it in April, the whole 
thing is designed to bail the government out of a 
situation it got itself into during floods in the Ohio 
Valley.

SOME LAUGHED WHEN 
THE 55 MPH LIMIT was 
suggested, but not those who 
remember the 35 mph limit 
during WWII. And 55 did 
become the top speed limit, 
and now some say the days of 
70 mph cruising on our super 
highways may be gone forever. 

The 55 speed saved gas, 
true. But now the statistics are 
in and Washington reports that 
during December, November, 
January, and February there 
were 2,600 lives SAVED. That 
means 2,600 did not die on the 
streets and highways this year 
as the same months the 
previous year.
